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The Wednesday evening lecture for November the twenty-eighth 
will be on the superb early St. Peter by Velazquez. The brilliant 
thoueh decadent court Lite of PRHilIpD IV is the story of the Lite of 
Velazquez and Mr. Gardner will develop the fascinating rise of the 
youn® Sevillian painter to arbiter of the Court of Madrid. The St: 
Peter will be the Masterpiece of the Week for November 25th - Oth. 
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Of special interest will be a memorial Exhibition of the Paint- 
ings from the Laura Nelson Kirkwood Collection which will be hung 
in Gallery XIX beginning Sunday, November Leth: This includes a 
fine St. John by Ribera, several English portraits, of which two by 
Sir Peter Lely are outstanding, Dutch paintings by Hobbema, Teniers 
and Steen, and two modern landscapes by Pissarro and Monet. 
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The Masterpiece of the Week for November l8th-24th will be the 
Bronze Siva from the Hindu Temple. Outranked from a point of view of 
importance only by the Siva at Madras, India, we may say that it re- 
presents the culmination of Indian religious thought and its art of 
sculpture. 
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It is the aim of the Gallery to reach a record attendance of 
250,000 for the first year. Will you not make it a point to bring 
at least two peovle who have not yet visited the Gallery, in order 
that we may achieve this goal by December 11th? 
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The peautiful trio of Venetian paintings by Guardi and Marieschi 
have been re-hunz in Gallery III. The Guardi, ome of the finest by 
his hand, records faithfully the opalescent giow and the nervous, 
teeming activity of tne Lagoon of the Queen City of the Adriatic. The 
fine Troyon pastoral scene has been re-hung in Gallery XI. Several 
changes have been made in the pottery cases in the Chinese Room.
